Your  commit- 
tee do  tliink  it  their  duty  to  report,  that  they  find  about  three  hundred  and 
fixty-five  of  the  above  wills,  letters  of  Adminiftration  and  guardianfliips,  which 
belong  to  the  year  feventeen  hundred  and  ninety-two,  lodged  in  an  unfafe 
fituation,  in  Mr.  Gerfliom  Craft's  office  in  this  town,  which  were,  as  we  are  in- 
formed, brought  to  this  town  by  Samuel  W.  Stockton,  efquire,  while  fccreta- 
ry,  and  a  part  of  them  regiftered  in  a  book  by  his  clerk,  but  not  compared  and 
certified  ;  which  book  alfo  is  now  in  Mr.  Craft's  office.
